SEED TIME VERSUS FLOODS. 


New Brunswick is suffering from the worst 
flood conditions in thirty-six years while the rail- 
ways in the State of Maine seem to have quit try- 
ing to operate until the deluge subsides. While 
they are doing less talking about it, the other 
maritime provinces and New England states are 
probably faring much the same. Meantime, AI- 
berta farmers are well along with wheat seeding, 
and ready to put in the oat crop. The theory that 
spring comes earlier in the East is subject to re- 
vision. It all depends on what one calls spring. 


DOUBLE FREIGHT ON WEED SEED. 

During the winter, it is claimed, Alberta farm- 
ers brought in from Ft. William nearly sixteen 
million pounds of screenings, say 230 car loads, 
1o use as feed for stock. There could hardly be a 
more striking illustration of the loss that is iin- 
volved in shipping uncleaned grain out of the 
province and bringing back the refuse from the 
distant elevators. Tt is a safe estimate that as 
many car loads of sereenings were shipped from 
Alberta to Ft. William—mixed with the market- 
able grain,—as were imported from that point. 
The farmer paid for the eastward haul of this 
feed-stuff clear across the prairies in the dockage 
that was charged against him because his grain 
was not cleaned. He paid for the return haul 
when he later on brought back a car load of 
screenings from his own or some other farmer’s 
grain, and he paid for the screenings a price 
sufficient to eover the cost of cleaning the grain. 
That is to say; tho farmer first gave away the 
weed seed and inferior kernels in the grain that 
he delivered to the local elevator, paid the rail- 
ways to hau) them to It. William and back again, 
and paid the terminal elevators for them, That 
looks Jike losing money at about every possible 
point of the game. If Alberta grain were cleaned 
in Alberta the farmers of the province would 
secure the refuse at the cost of the elevator 
charges, and would be in pocket the freight 
charges to Ft. William and back. Incidentally, we 
would in that case be keeping Alberta weed seeds 
at home, instead of shipping them abroad and 
importing carloads of other—and perhaps worse 
-—weed seeds from Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 


THE RIGHT OF SELF-DEFENCE. 


The double hanging at Ft. Saskatchewan yes- 
terday was a tragedy. To deprive two human be- 
ings of life by way of the gallows is a terrible 
deed. But organized society must defend itself. 
't may be possible to place under restraint all 
those who have committed crime but it is not pos- 
sible to physically restrain in advance those who 
may on occasion have the intent to commit crime. 
If the unoffending citizen must suffer before the 
criminally inclined can be put under physical re- 
straint that is manifestly unjust to the law-abiding 
members of the community. Justice to those who 
are considerate of the rights of others demands 
that moral restraint shall be imposed upon those 
who are minded to disregard their neighbors’ 
rights 

The certainty of punishment for erime com- 
mitted is the only moral restraint that avails with 
the lawless minded. That there should be a fitness 
as between crime and punishment is almost uni- 
versally agreed. Those who disregard the lives of 
others are punished by the Joss of their own. The 
death penalty is almost universally conceded to 
be the only proper punishment for murder. 

The crime for which Piccariello and Lassandra 
suffered had no palliative features. They went 
‘‘gunning’’ for Constable Lawson and ‘‘ got him.,’’ 
Their act was an open defiance of authority as 
well as of law. Had they gone unpunished the life 
of every law-abiding citizen in Alberta would 
have been less safe than it is today; while police 
authority would have beer in the discard. 

The fact that one of the criminals was a women 
adds to the tragedy both of the murder and the 
execution, But however revolting the idea of the 
execution of a woman may, or indeed must be, 
when the fact of a woman being a woman does 
not prevent her from committing murder the fact 
of her being a woman cannot, for the safety of 
society, be permitted to save her from the proper | 
penalty. Organized society must defend itself or |
